ORUEI/rY TO ANIMALS. 

There is not another country on tho 
face of the earth where tliore is lesa 
consideration for tlio comfort nnd safety 
of anininls that are intended for human 
food than in this. From the time the 
beevo leaves the farm or pasture uniil 
the buicher's knife is drawn across liis 
throat, ho suffers from privation, tor- 
ture0§nHQinOjWUsablo\ neglect. The 
scenes witnessed' wl\en cattle are being 
shipped sicken those who have the 
slightest regard for tlio siit]'eriu;,'a of 
brute creation. A weak plank, a de- 
fectivo rail, a bad landing-place are 
often the caase.s of intense misery 
to tho poor animals in coarse of trans- 
portation, who aro pounded with clubs, 
kicked-J^ltJi' heavy boots, pn dded with 
sharif^ticks and goaded almost to niad- 
ncsB'by tho propeller plan, wliioh eon- 
sistsHn twisting tho nninial's tail until 
tortured beyond endurance he cunsents 
to move forward. This brutality, in a 
large majority of cases, niiglit be avoid- 
ed if proper appliances wero required 
by law to be provided for putting cattle 
on and off steamers. But beeves are 
not the'only nniruala that suffer from 
ill treatment or neglect. Tho manner 
in which slieep and hogs arc sometimes 
brought to market, \yith thoir legs tied 
together and their bodies piled five and 
six deep in wagons;, the rough way in 
which they are handled ; the length of 
ttma«othey aro .obliged to remain 
deprived of food find drink, cannot have 
escaped pubUo attention. Poultry art) 
not a whit better treated. T'hey are 
left ^me.,oa^^e,^ ^idewalks on, floors 
maQT-BoUre^ta^timc with neither food 
nor drink, dhoir limba cram])cd and 
swoUj^n frowthectightness of the cords; 
or if they aro so fortunate as to bo 
allowed tho freedom of tlieir legs they 
fare little. better in other respects. Tho 
effect upon the human system from the 
admission of,the food into which Lheao 
worriedV^H^i^-'s''''''^®'^ ^^'^ necessarily 
unheaitliy animals are converted, can- 
not bo wholesomo. It must, indeed, 
be very injurious, and for no other 
reason than tho preservation of thn 
public health a clianpe should bo insist- 
ed upon. In most cities there aro 
Bociotiea for the' prevention of cruelty 
to animals, at Avnich everybody here 
winks. In this city tho Council pro-

LAW, OR - AMICABLE SETTLE- 
MENT? 

Tho much vexed quostioii of tlie pub- 
lic landing cotnes up for consideration 
to-night at tho meeting of tiie City 
Council. The proceedings this evening 
of ourioity fathers in this connection 
are fraughlh?vith f more than ordinary 
interest; for* upon tho result of tlieir 
deliberations depends whether an amic- 
able settlement of the question shall be 
effected, or whetlier expensive and 
fruitless litigation shall ensue. At the 
last meeting of the Council a communi- 
cation was received from Mr. Yates' agent 
offering to give 25 feet free from any 
condition's in exchange for the munici- 
pal property, which the City Council's 
own committee pronounced to be IG 
feet; and failing the Municipal Council 
entertaining that pro[io.sition, Mr. Yates, 
in view of contemplated improvcnuuiis 
to his property, proposed to lease for 
10 years tfie city property. Action on 
this['^ cbmraunication was, on mo 
tion, ..deferred till to-night. Wo 
have ever held and now ro affirm 
the opinion that municipal interests 
would be subserved by a friendly set- 
tlement of. the. public landing question; 
and'in the light of all that has trans- 
pired we cannot but think that -Mr. 
Yates'' proposition to give '2'j feet both 
reasonable and liberal. Further, city 
improvoments will \n\ made which will 
add to tlie municipal revenue and give 
employment to mechanics. If> 
propositions of Mr. Yates are not ac- 
ceptedy' ,the next appearance of the 
public landing question will doubtless 
be in the law courts, as some settlement 
must be arrived at in order that the 
lines of projierty may be detenniiu-il so 
as to admit of improveincnts being \ 
safely made. In the lengthened and | 
expensive litigation which will ensue, j 
the- Gity Council will occupy the an- | 
omalous attitude of endeavoring to sup- 
port a position which they themselves 
have officially declared to lie wrong. 
Their inconsistency would be ^lio more 
peculiarized by tlie circumstance that 
they are now freely offered more than 
they admit .to own, but whicli they 
would go to law to claim.

" Dr. Stone's disease, " it says, " lias 
puzzletl the most acnto niediofil observers, 
and is not described in any medical work. 
It is held by some who are o.tperts in the 
profession to bo a thickening of tho inner 
coating of the arteries or blood vessels, 
producing occasional interruptions of tlu 
circulation, which le:id to brief period.s 
of unconsciousne.<i3. These attacks last 
but a few seconds, and are not attended 
with any of tho .symptoms that accompany 
epileptic or cataleptic allections. If he is 
holding a glass of water in his hand he 
does not drop it, or sot it domt, but re- 
mains motionless or uncoiiscinns as in n 
trance. The e.\tremo duration of any of 
of these attacks is two minutes, and the 
cessation of consciousness is usually much 
less than this. His physical health, others 
wise, remains good; and there has not 
been, during any period of this sickness, 
that decline of mental power or incoher- 
ency of thought or speech which accom- 
pany softening of tho brain. Tho creative 
energy of tho intellect remains as great as 
ever, and tho only mental defect, from 
tirat to last, has been a marked difliculty 
in remembering the details of current 
events. The faculty of strong, original, 
vigorous thought is all untouched, and 
but for these brief attacks uf unconscious- 
ness he is as v.ell tilted for public service, 
both in thought and speech, as at any 
period of Ills most useful life." Ho has 
resigned his cliiii'cli, to the regret of hi.s 
people, and is at present in tho oa.Ht. The 
same aecnimt says : "One singuUirity of 
the alHiction is that it is periodical, most 
of tho attacks falling within one week lI 
a given month. So far as is known he 
has not sufl'ered in tho street, but if he 
sliould bo thus attacked he would sini|dy 
remain standing like one lost in thoiiglit, 
and would hardly attract tho attention of 
a stranger.

Infamous Schomo. 

New York, April S. — An extraor- 
dinary sclienii! of blackmail was (level- 
ojied to day, the victims of which were 
Louis Strasburger andChurles Adler,of 
the firm of Louis yirasburger it Co., im 
porters of watches and jewelry. Stras- 
burger is a prominent Hebrew, reported 
very wealthy, lives wiiii his wife and 
four children at No. 128 East Sixty first 
street. Quo of the children is a girl 
eleven years old called Rose. Tliroat.s 
were always iiirt!cted against both fami- 
lies and addressed to thu ladies u|)on 
whoso fears they were expected to work. 
Operations began as far back as Christ 
uias, as they progressed the police were 
called in. Wciliifsday night ibeclimax 
was reached. Miss Spettor, governe.ss, 
was alone in Strasburger's house when 
the bell waa rung, and a man who kept 
his face from the light presented a lee 
tor which was addre.sscd to Mrs. Stras 
burger. He was told the lai;ter lady 
was out, and when asked to leave tho 
letter he snatched it and ran way. This 
was reported to the policf) and detectives 
watched tho house from early morning 
for the return of the stranger. The 
man did not return but in his stead a 
boy presented a letter at noon and ran 
nwuy after delivering it. Commands 
in the letter wore obeyed and tho gov 
erness went out iirotectcd by a detec 
tive. Oil the aoutheast corner of Mad- 
ison avenue be saw a iiian standing look- 
ing towards the Strasburger liouaii. 
.Another man walked past exchanging 
signs of recognition with him. As the 
latter reached Fifth avenue a pistol shot 
was liccd and the second man walked 
inwards ^ixtv lirst htr(!et. The; govern 
ess, crossing, dropped tlie envelope and 
llio ninn stopped to pick it U]). As ho 
(lul s<j 1 lio detective grabbed him. The 
stranger sjirang buck and putting his 
hand to his liip Docket shouted, "I will 
blow your brains out." The detective 
drew his revoKcr, and as his prisoner's 
liaud struck against it, it went ofl" and 
the bullet or tt-.vud through thi-! uiaii's 
left; eye. Ho fell dead. A crowd 
gathered and the body was taken to the 
station. Upon it were found letters in 
R small handwriting as in tho black 
mailing letters, showing the dead niiin's 
inline to be Edward Ilennan Johaniier 
Liigert, son of a uierchaut in Berlin, 
Prussia. lie wrote to hia mother and 
sweet heurt that he was poor, ainiost 
destitute, and was coining home. The 
police lato at night found the scheme 
was the rasult of a deep laid plot in 
which Lagert was an actor but not the 
leader. Albert Vogel, picture dealerof 
Stanton street, was arrested and admit- 
ted that he was the leader and tired the 
signal pistol. He cone -ived tlio plot 
while traveling from Europe on the 
stoamei Republic with the Strasburger 
family a year ago. His uncle is a great 
banker at Altona, Germany, by name 
Huns Bauer. His rooiii-niate, named 
Danziger, stated that he under.stood 
the whole to bo a nihilistic plot to get 
possession of important papers concern- 
ing the Ku8Kian,goyernment^ in posses- 
sion of Strasburger. Tliis Vogel denies. 
He ia believed however to be tho origi- 
nal schemer. No pistol wns found on 
Lagert's person. To-day Vogel is to 
point out to Captain Gunner a room 
in 53d street that was hired by the con- 
spirators as a hiding place for the child 
of Strasburger when kidnapped. La- 
pert waa to guard tliBt giii tJjeriifor one 
night, and when slie was'temoved next 
morning by bis fellow conspirators was 
to receive $5000 for his trouble.

New Y'oitK, April G. — Charlos Cuii- 
ningh.iin Boycott of Lougli JNTusk, Ul- 
ster county, Ireland, whose treatment 
of land leaguers gave rise to tho turni 
"Boycotting," arrived yesterday accom- 
panied by > his brother, Rev. Edmund 
Boycott. The name appeared on the 
'list of passengers as C'liarlea Cunning 
ham. His wife was described as Mrs. 
Cunningham, and his nephew as Mr. 
St. John. Tiii.s was done to avoiil an- 
iioynnce on the passage ; hut as soon as 
the steamer touched the pier his iden- 
tity was disclosed, much fo bis di.scom- 
fiture. Hu has gcny to Richmond, 
Va Ho says that the attack on hini 
originated with tho jiriest of the parish 
Father John MuUcy. Just aftor two 
tenants had been evicted Father Mal- 
lay made a speech to the crowd, which 
was reported in the X/ubliii Freeman, 
and in which he said : "it is very easy 
to reduce tho inhabitants of anv parish 
to those only who havo thu cause of 
tho land league at heart without break- 
ing llio law of (.iod or of the land." 
That was thu first of it and tho begin- 
ning of "Boycotting." Ho has no per- 
.sonal trouble with these neighbors. 
These charges circulated against mo 
were an aftcr-though.t. I havo lived 
among those people twenty-six years. 
I have ridden in races with them, hunt- 
ed with them, iiiid been on good terms 
with tliciii all the tjme. I think they 
have made iiie a scapegoat for an up- 
rising against agciit.s. I wns more 
prominent than others, and it was eas- 
ier to attack mo by ruining my farm- 
ing business. Most agents could not 
bo attacked th.it way, because thoy did 
not work their farms. When they 
boycotted me there was nothing left to 
do but to go. I did not caro bo much 
for myself. T think I could havo stood 
it longer, but it is a hard thing to live 
day after day w-itli your wife going to 
tho window every time you go out, look- 
ing after you, cxpocting you to b.j 
shot, and when you go back see breath 
yet upon the window pane and know 
that your.loved ones have been watch- 
ing for yoti all tho time. I believa 
that the boycotters have decreased the 
value of property 30 per cent. It 
cost the government £7000 to harvest 
£70 worth of crops. 

A Dismal Viovr. 

New York, March 27. — The World'n 
London cable says: — Correspondents of 
London jiapers in tho Transvaal have 

iiiihsed one very important feature in 
tho n(,-gotiations between Wood and 
Joubert, viz., the demand of the Boers 
for some kind of compensation for the 
loss and injury inflicted upon them 
iluriiig the war. The Boer Icaderts 
claim, and the British Government by 
its course on this (]iiestion, has prac- 
tically admitted, tliat the war was 
forced upon them by Sir Theopliilus 
Shepstone and his understrappers; and 
it is tiidicult to seo how under the cir- 
cumstances iMr. Gladstone can refuse 
to entertain their demand. The feel- 
ing of humiliation over tbe inglorious 
result of the struggle has been aggra- 
vated by the news of this claim for in 
deiiinity,aiid Lord Cairns will be able 
to make out a pretty strong case for 
his motion of want of conlidencf, for 
that is what his resolution on tbe war 
will really amount to. In London, 
where the worship of Jingoism first 
took root and where it is not yet wholly 
extinct, the peace is denounced as a 
complete surrender of England's hold 
upon South Africa. In the country, 
where they look at these things more 
from a pounds shillings and pence point 
of viesv the policy of the Government 
i.s jirutty generally .smitainnd. But the 
(lU(^stion is asked, and Mr. Gladst.nie's 
friends are unable to answer it. If the 
Pi!;iiiier intended to givu up tho Trans 
vaal, why did he not do it directly he 
came into olllce, and thus save Colley's 
l.f ! and tile humiliation and slau^diter 
at Majuba Hill. Tbe Riidicals, bow- 
ever, appear to be satisfied with any- 
thing the Premier does, provided it 
runs counter to the policy of Lord 
Beaconstield. Not Tories only, but 
experienced, impartial judges believe 
iliat this Boer business will involve tbe 
compulsory retirement of England 
from the. whole of South Africa before 
very long.

The Director.s in making their .Aiiiuiiil Ili'purt havo to inform tho Subscribers 
tli.it tliiriiig tho piist year tliey liavo .succetnletl in inirchiusing a plot of land of 5 acroa 
imincdiatoly adjoining the tlu.spital, for the piiri>osoof erecting an Asylum for Con- 
valescents in coiinootioii with tlio Ho.spital. The (ioveriimont havo voted a sum of 
money for tlie erection of tho ncce.ssary biiihiings; Imt before tho works could bo 
coniiiioncctl tlie ( iovernment refjuiiod tho l;inil tu lie ciuiveyed to tho Crcwn, which 
lia.M been tlono. Tlio coming spring will, it is liopi'd, see thia nioHt necessary adjunct 
to thu in.stitutioii.s of the Province coinplutcd. 

Tho Dirootof.s regret that tho IJiuise of .Assombly liave [laasod a rosoliition c<nn- 
eletoly revoraiiig tho policy under which the llo.spitnl has boon for so many years 
not unBUOCosaiuIly managod; hitherto tho Gorornniont havo boon content with hay- 
ing two Directors on tho Board, and as a rule tlie.so Grfvornmont Directors havo been 
active and useful inotiiborH, .'ind Itp.ve fully iimwered the purposes for wliich they wero 
placed on tho IJoard. 

Tho other Diroctora aru the noi:nnee.s of the Siibscribcra. Tlio proposed chaiigo 
will be detrimental to the intorcsta of those for whom a hospital is supported. Tho 
attention noccas.ary to details takes up a great deal of time, and to suppose that work 
which is now performed efficiently bv eight gentlemon will bo equally as well por- 
formod by four is supposing too much, and tho inevitablo result will be a reeurronce 
to tho worst ovils of tho past. Tlio interest which tho public now tako in tho insti- 
tution will, it is feared, greatly lessen, and tho active and friendly assistance given by 
nniny will hardly bo extended to a purely Ciovci niMont in.stitutioii. 

Tho Diroctora have again to express their thanks to Messrs. Dunsniuir and tho 
Vancouver Coal Company for donations of coal andtorarious charitable aooiotios and 
individuals who havo generously contributed to tho support of tho institution. 

Tho aflairs of the Ho.ipit.il havo been ecunoniicilly managed, as will bo soon by 
the amount of .sulFerings relieved and tho Tn'.iHuror'rt account of the expenditure. 

In closing this !-opo:'t tho Dircci-r:; i!:;a thu chtit-e inti-aucv.1 by I'l'. 

Government will prevent them again offering their services, and from tlio applications 
which havo been received for a return of siib-Jcriptions and the opinions expressed of 
tlie change, thoy fear that tho closing of one of tho most useful institutions of the 
Province will ultimately bo tho result.

tendent, Mr. Robinson, has condiiftcd the iiilernal all'airs of tho Hospital, showing 
all possible kindnes.i and consideration for the patients compatible with the discipline 
necessary in a jiiiblic institution.
